
From Washington.
WASHINGTON, January 5.-Tu the Senate,

Senator Sumner presented petitions from the
negroes of Alabama and Mississippi, the for¬
mer asking Congress to secure their freedom
to them, thc latter asking thc right of suffrage;
also, a petition from the colored people of
Colorado protesting against thc reception of
that territory as a State, on account of the
great injustice done them tn thc constitution.

Mr. Williams introduced a joint resolution
proposing to amend the constitution by provi¬
ding that Congress shall never have power to

appropriate money for payment to any person
on account of the emancipation of slavery in
the United States.

Senator Trumblc introduced a bill to en¬

large thc powers of thc Freedmen's Bureau.
In the House, Mr. Spaulding of Ohio made

a speech contending that Congress alone has
power to give vitality to thc South, and re¬

quiring new guarantees as a basis of represen¬
tation Congress adjourned until Monday.
WASHINGTON, January (5.-Thc congres¬

sional committee on reconstruction had a meet¬

ing to-day and appointed Senators Fessonden
and Johnson and Representative Washburne,
of Illinois, to wait on thc President, with
whom they had an hour's interview.
WASHINGTON, January 0.-Additional for¬

eign correspondence between Adamsand Clar¬
endon 'uta been published* Thc former says
that when the Shenandoah arrived nt Liver¬
pool, the government should have taken action
concerning thc crew ; that nine of thc crew

were British subjects and that prevented ac¬

tion.
Thc London "Globe" highly eulogises

Grant's report as an able document., and says
that he does full justice to his opponent.
WASHINGTON, January 8.-There was no

business of importance, in the Senate to-day,
the session only lasted half an hour. Tn thc
House, Williams of Pennsylvania, offered thc
following resolution which was adopted : That
in order to maintain national authority, and
protect the loyal citizens of seceding States,
the military forces of thc government bc not
withdrawn from such States while Congress
declares their presence necessary.
WASHINGTON, January 0.-Tho Secretary

of the Treasury communicated to Congress to-

diy thc statements of thc Internal Revenue
officer of thc. Third District of Georgia, earn¬

estly requesting a modification of the test oath
and setting forth the great difficulty existing
under its provisions of securing proper assis¬
tance to transact the business of tho depart¬
ment in that section.

Gen. Howard, of thc Freedmen's Bureau
reports to thc House of Representatives that
in consequence of qrders received to restore
abandoned property to former owners when
pardoned, the tenure upon it was rendered so

uncertain, that the steps taken to allot it to
freedmen were countermanded, and thc reve¬

nue resulting therefrom had been very materi¬
ally curtailed. Thc joint committee to pro-
pare testimonials of respect to tho memory of
the late Mr. Lincoln have requested Governor
Bancroft to deliver an address. Thc Presi¬
dent has transmitted a report to thc House of
Representatives to-day in response to the res¬

olution of that body (elating to Mexican affairs.
It embraces much diplomatic correspondence
on thc subj «Hit, and is mainly to thc effect that
there is an indisposition on thc part of the
United States to recognize an} oilier govern¬
ment in Mexieo except that of the republic
presided over by Juarez, with whom wc have
tin long been on terms of amity. Senator
Sumuer offered a resolution to prevent freed¬
men from beins: kidnapped and carried to
Cuba and Brazil, there to bc held in a state of
slavery. Ile read letters from persons from
all sections stating that this was bein«; done,
and he remarked that Federal officers were

among thc guilty parties. He moved that thc
Committee on the Judiciary be directed to in¬
quire whether further legislation was necessa¬

ry to present the revival of the slave trade.-
Davis, of Kentucky, remarked that he had no

doubt the Yankees were re-opening the slave
trade ; they certainly would do so if they
could make money by it. Thc resolution was

adopted. Senator Wilson gave notice that he
would call a bill on Wednesday to increase
and fix thc number of men in tho regular
anny. The Senate after executive session
adjourned.

In the House, Voorhees. of Tndiana, made
a speech endorsing thc President's policy of
restoration and combating the doctrine of Ste¬
vens that the Southern States had ceased to
exist. Ile contended that thc war having
ceased, obedience to thc law was tho only nec¬

essary guaranty to representation, and in con¬
clusion expressed himself opposed to thc di¬
vision of protection to domestic manufactures.
Bingham replied to Voirhees. He declined
to coiicnr in sentiments which kept the rebel¬
lion alive. Ile had ascertained that thc Pres¬
ident was in nccord with Congress, and ho
protested against thc dogma that States: that
were out of the Union would require repre¬
sentations for their loyal constituency. Shol-
labarger, of Ohio, argued that those States by
disobedience to established laws had placed
themselves outside the Union.
WASHINGTON, January ll.- Voluminous

papers referring to Confederate emigration to
Mexico and plans of Maury and G win, were

presented in the Senate to-day, together with
a letter from Mr. Reviero, showing there is an
understanding between the traitors in Mexico
and the insurgents in the United States.

Senator Wilson introduced a bill fixing thc
peace establishment of thc army, lt provides
for seven regiments of artillery, ten of cavalry,
and sixty of infantry, each branch to have its
proportionate number of black troops officered
by whites.

Mr. Lowe offered a resolution declaring
that the seceding States forfeited their rights,
and made a speech denying thc doctrine of
destructibility of the scat of govern mailt lie
said that the President had no right to restore
the rebel States. His duties were only exec¬
utive.

Tn the House, Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, made
a speech in support of the bill extending suf¬
frage in thc District of Columbia. He said
the social element here favored secession, and
made a lengthy speech on thc subject.

Mr. Bowyer, of Tennessee, opposed thc bill
on the ground that this was a white man's
government. Mr. Schofield, of Tennessee,
favored the bill.

NOTICE TO DISTILLERS.
rpíJE FOLLOWING ACT, passed at Gie recent
X session of the Legislature, is published foi'the
benefit ot' nil concerned :
AN ACT TO H M(i U LAT T. THF DISTILLATION

OF SPIRITUOUS LIQUORS.
I. Ho it enacted by the Senate anti House of

Representatives, now met and sitting in General
Assembly, and Ly thc authority ot thc same, That
hereafter it shall be unlawful for any person in
this State to bc engaged in the distillation of spir¬
ituous liquors from or out of any grain or other
substance, except raw sorghum and the ordinary
fruits in their season, without a license therefor
from the Commissioners of Public Linkings of thc
District in which stich person sha 1 bc so engaged.

II. That before thc license hereinbefore men-
tionel shall be granted, the person or persons ap¬
plying for the same shail pay i tit o thc hands of thc
Commissioners of Public Buildings of the District
in wh ch such application shall be made, the sum
of two hundred dollars, on and for each and every
still, or other apparatus used in the distillation of
spirituous liquors, except from fruits, as aforesaid;
which license shall not.be granted for a longer pe¬
riod than t wei ve mouths.

III. That a violation of any of the provisions
contained in this Act shall subject the person so

oftending to indictment as for a high misdemeanor,
and, upon conviction thereof, such person shall be
fined in a sum not less than five hundred nor more
than two thousand do lars, and imprisoned not less
than three months nor moro than two years; two
hundred ami fifty dollars of whit h linc shall go io
thc prosecutor, who shall be a competent witness
on Mohair of the State.
